The instrument is the invention of 
Mr. Kenner Taylor, who has gold an 
interest in it to Mr. Meagher. With 
it the gravity and temperature of 
spirits can be taken in half the time 
and much more accurately than with 
the apparatus now in use, and Messrs. 
Tuylor & Meagher Hope to be able to 
furnish it to the trade at about the 
same cost as the old instruments. 
They have;exhibited it to the Commis- 
sioner once and they hope that their 
being called to Washington means 
that it will be adopted by the Govern- 
ment and put into use at the same 
time that the new method of meas- 
uring whisky by weight goes into 
operation on the first of the year. 
Every whisky dealer, distiller 
and Government official who has 
seen the new instrument tested speaks 
of it in the highest terms, and should 
it be adopted by the Internal Revenue

Death of Judge Parsons. 

Judge Rohert R. Parsons, member of 
the Council from the first ward, died 
At his home on Short street, after an 
illness of only a few days with asthma. 
Thursday afternoon. 

The deceased was a tailor by trade, 
■came to this city when quite a young 
man and for many years was an em- 
ploye of the firm of Gillespie & Heff- 
ner. When the war broke out he en- 
tered the Confederate army and serv- 
ed to the close of the war in the cele- 
brated Orphan Brigade. At the close 
of the war he returned to this city 
And ever since has quietly followed 
his trade. In 1874 he was elected 
, Poilce Judge of the city but resigned 
after serving only a few months. 

Being of a literary turn of mind he 
devoted all his spare time to study 
.and few men in this section were 
better read than he. 

He was a member of the Masonic 
fraternity and had taken all the de 
grees in the York Rite, few men 
being better posted in the^work and 
history of the order than he. 

Last December he was elected one 
of the three representatives of the 
First ward in the City Council, and 
held the position at the time of his 
death.

The moat wonderful featurea of this 
great arch are the figures of the 
American Eagle with outstretched 
wings and head poised, just aa you 
see him on the silver coins, a crouch- 
ing lion and the profile rocks. 

The eagle and lion are at the very 
top and center of the arch on the flat 
surface underneath, and 160 feet 
above. In looking up it reminda me 
of such figures in hearth rugs They 
are embodied and outlined by diacoi- 
orations, caused no doubt, by seepage 
or continual moisture. The profiles 
are those of an old man and a young 
maid, representing old age and youth, 
I suppose. 

The latter is so perfect as to lack 
no definition of features. Even a 
modern hat bedecks her comely head 
and a bow graces hor throat. 

She Is a perfect type of a modern 
belle. Her profile is hIh.wii in bold 
relief against the clear sky, about 100 
feet up, viewed from a certain point 
in the river bed on the upper side of 
the bridge. This locates her on the 
lower right hand side of the bridge 
wall.
